It  must  he  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  most 
of  yuur  readers,  that  there  was  a  public  meet¬ 
ing  of  “the  working  people,”  to  conceit  mea¬ 
sures  against  that  most  noble  charity  ‘‘  'Flie 
House  ol  Reluge” — and  the  arguments  used, 
were  precisely  the  arguments  against  religious 
charities.  It  injured  the  honest  poor,  it  was 
said,  by  throwing  into  the  market  articles 
cheaper  made,  and  in  quantities  greater  than 
the  demand.  \\  hen  called  upon  fur  proofs, 
the  opposers  of  the  ‘‘  House  of  Refuge”  could 
ve  none.  Assertions  were  made  in  abun¬ 
dance,  and  probably  some  mistaken  orator  of 
(lie  day,  of  his  own  ‘‘limited  knowledge,’’ 
knew  at  least  a  half  a  dozen  families  deprived 
of  a  “genteel  subsistence,”  by  the  labour  of 
the  House  of  Refuge. 

'File  noble  system  of  Public  Schotds  is  lia¬ 
ble  to  the  same  objections,  fur  who  will  dare  to 
say,  (hat  (here  are  not  those  who  have  been  de¬ 
prived  of  making  “a  genteel  sub'^i'lence,”  by 
the  establishment  of  Public  Schoids?  How  many 
schoolmistresses  are  thus  deprived  of  a  living? 
lor  there  are  multitudes  tif  poor  parents,  so  feel¬ 
ingly  alive  to  the  benefits  of  education,  that  at 
the  very  extreme  of  sacrifice,  they  w’ould  send 
their  chilifren  to  other  schools,  if  none  of  a  pub¬ 
lic  character  existed.  But  what  would  be  the 
consequence?  General  ignorance  would  prevail, 
for  the  benefit  of  a  few  who  would  thus  make 
a  living.

As  1  passed  along,  iinoh- 
served  hy  the  inquisitive  look  of  man,  1  drew  from  my 
pocket,  Bisliop  Horne’s  commentary  on  the  book  of 
I’saliiis,  and  turning  to  the  following  passage,  which 
the  .scene  of  my  moral  labours  very  nalunilly  revived  in 
my  remembrance,  1  felt  a  charm  in  his  expository  re¬ 
flections,  which  w;is  peculiarly  touching.  “ 'I’liey 
tliat  sow  ill  tears  shall  reap  in  joy.”  “  He  that  goeth 
for'h  and  wcepeili,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall,  doubt- 
Icfv,  come  again  rejoicing,  bringing  his  slieaves  with 
y/'  >  ”  “  TbJs  promise,”  oj  remarks,  “is  conveyed  iin- 
iiigcs  borroweil  from  the  instructive  scenes  of 
;v  vil'iire.  In  the  sweat  of  his  brow  the  husbandman 
till-  Ills  land,  and  casts  his  seed  into  the  ground,  where, 
for  a  tune,  it  is  dead  and  buried.  A  dark  and  dreary  win¬ 
ter  succeeds,  and  all  seemsto  be  lost.  But  at  the  return 
of  spring,  universal  nature  revives,  and  tlie  once  deso¬ 
late  fiehis  are  covered  witli  com,  which,  wlicii  matured 
by  the  sun’s  heal,  the  cheerl'ul  reapers  cut  down,  and  it 
is  brouglit  home  with  triumphant  shouts  of  joy.”  Here, 
O  disciple  of  Jesus,  behold  an  emblem  of  thy  present 
labour,  and  thy  future  reward.  Thou,  “sowest,”  per¬ 
haps,  “in  tears;”  thou  docst  thy  duty  amidst  perse¬ 
cution  aiul  affliction,  sickness,  pain  and  sorrow;  thou 
laboiircst  in  the  church,  and  no  account  is  maile  of  thy 
labours;  no  profit  seems  to  aris?  from  them.  Yet,  the 
day  Is  CO  i  iiig,  wfieii  thou  shalt  “reap  in  joy.”  “  'I'hat 
<la\  ,”  1  involuntarily  exclaimi  d,  “  is  comt and  while 
oft 'ring  up  my  d'-vout  ascriptions  of  praise  to  lion 
wlu)  h:id  employed  me  as  the  agent,  in  conveying  tlie 
gift  of  ( tcr.ial  life,  I  saw  the  old  woodman  crossing  the 
common  in  liis  return  from  his  daily  toil.  W'e  reached 
his  cottage  nearly  at  the  same  time;  but  he  did  not 
observe  me  till  1  entered. 

“  I  am  main  gl.  d  to  sec  you.  Sir;  for  1  began  to 
think  you  had  forsaken  me.” 

Having  assigned  the  reason  of  my  absence,  and  made 
a  few  cursory  remarks  on  the  general  appearance  of 
the  country,  1  asked  liim  if  he  had  forgoUeii  the  con 
versation  we  had  held  together. 

“  (Ih  no.  Sir,  it  had  sunk  too  deep  here,”  pointing 
to  his  heart,  “  ever  to  be  forgotten.  I  often  wonder 
how  I  could  have  lived  in  a  Lhrislian  country  for 
eighty  years,  witliout  liavuig  been  told,  that  Jesus 
Clirist  came  down  from  heaven  to  earth,  to  save  such 
a  jioor  old  sinner  as  1  be.”

“And  1  suppose  that  you  think  over,  during  the 
week,  what  you  hear  at  eliurcli  on  the  Sabbath-day.” 

“  1  can’t  think.  Sir,  of  any  thing  else.  I  dream  about 
w  hat  you  have  told  nn-;  and  what  I  hear  at  churcli.  I 
never  expecteil  that  I  should  live  to  see  such  a  change. 
1  seem  as  if  I  were  in  anew  world.  When  I  die,  1  shall 
see  a  greater  change.  But  after  all.  Sir,  it  seems  too 
good  to  be  true.  But  w  hether  true,  or  false,  there  is 
something  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  that  makes  my 
heart  throb  with  joy!” 

Our  convcrs:ition  now  turned  on  the  scriptures; 
when  the  old  man  expressed  his  regret  that  he  had 
never  been  t.augh^o  read;  adding  w  ith  great  simplici¬ 
ty,  “  I  suppose  it’s  too  late  in  the  tlay  to  learn  now.” 

This  induced  me  to  offer  to  teach  him:  which  offer 
he  most  gladly  accepted.  I  visited  him  regularly'  two 
evenings  in  the  week,  and  found  him  an  attentive,  and 
rather  an  apt  schol.ar.  After  he  had  learned  the  al¬ 
phabet,  and  the  art  of  spelling  words  of  two  or  tliree 
sy  llables,  w  hich  he  did  witliin  the  space  of  a  month,  I 
presented  him  with  a  Bible;  and  assisted  him  to  read 
the  third  chapter  of  the  gospel  of  John.  When  he  had 
got  through  it  the  first  time,  he  said,  with  an  emotion 
of  joy,  that  was  to  me  an  ample  recompense,  for  all  my 
trouble,  “  what  a  w  onderful  book  this  is,  Sir,  I  wonder 
that  any  body'  can  read  any  other.  Why  it  tells  us  about 
Jesus  Clirist;  and  about  his  coming  into  the  world  to 
save  such  poor  sinners  as  I  he.  Do  you  think  I  shall 
ever  he  able  to  read  the  rest  of  it>” 

“  Yes,  if  your  life  be  spared.” 

“  Tlicn  I  wouldn’t  mind  living  eighty  years  longer!” 

I  tlien  read  and  explained  to  him,  the  fourteenth 
chapter  of  the  gospel  by  John;  and  the  hatter  part  of 
the  fifteenth  chapter  of  Paul’s  first  epistle  to  the  Co¬ 
rinthians;  which  excited  his  astonishment  to  such  a 
degree,  th.at  he  exclaimed,  “  I  wish  1  had  know  n  all 
this  sixty  years  ago.

He  soon  afterwards  became  delirious,  and  on  mv’  re¬ 
turn  the  next  morning,  I  was  informeil  that  he  died  in 
the  course  of  the  niglit,  without  having  had  another 
lucid  interval.  His  funeral  took  |)lace  on  tlie  following 
Sabbath,  immediately  after  the  conclusion  of  tlie  even- 
ing  sen  ice;  and  many  tears  were  shed  hy  the  pious 
part  of  the  spectators  wlien  the  coffin  was  let  down 
into  tlie  grave, — expressive  of  their  gratitude  to  Him, 
wlio  had  wrought  such  a  miracle  of  grace  in  favour  of 
the  poor  old  woodman.  His  wife  did  not  survive  liim 
more  than  three  montlis;  luit  while  she  often  thanked 
me  for  my  kindness,  slie  .appeared  to  lake  no  interest 
in  the  religious  instruction  wliich  I  gave  lier.  I  was 
with  her  only  a  few  liours  before  she  breatiied  her

swer  all  the  purposes  of  his  being.  Hitherto  his  anx¬ 
iety  liad  been  restricted  to  his  existence  on  earth, _ 

living  as  reg'aruless  of  futurity  as  the  tame  cattle  of  the 
forest,  or  the  wild  fowls  of  the  wood;  but  now  he  ft-lt 
the  stirrings  of  immortality  within  liim;  and  extending 
Ills  views  beyond  the  horizon  of  mortality,  he  was  led 
to  anticipate  a  nobler  and  a  purer  state  of  existence  in 
the  unseen  world  of  bliss.
